Panic Reigns on Ship; 
Shanghai Port Closed 

SHANGHAI. (A’l—United States 
authorities closed the port of 
Shanghai today to all American 
ships except naval vessels while 
the second air attack on a mercy 
ship in two days increased the 
peril to civilian life at sea in Chi¬ 
nese waters. 

An air bomber of unknown iden¬ 
tity dived and bombed the Italian 
operated steamer Lung Shan, a 
2278-ton liner thronged with Chi¬ 
nese refugees. It created mad 
panic but caused no damage. 

The ship was bombed near Woo- 
sung, north of Shanghai, where 
the Whangpoo and Yangtze riv¬ 
ers flow together for the embat¬ 
tled city’s only waterway -and 
only avenue of escape-to the sea. 

Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, virtual 
civil and military commander of 
war-time China, in effect, demand¬ 
ed immediate foreign intervention 
to end the hostilities. 

Chiang warned at Nanking that 
"Japanese aggression” to estah- 
li.sh "a continental empire for her- 
.self” is a threat not only to the 
sovereignty of China but aLso to 
“international safety.”

SHANGHAI. (JP )—Cholera broke out tonight in Shang¬ 
hai’s French concession, where most of the city’s Amer¬ 
icans live. 

The outbreak became known shortly before njidnight, 
after a day in which United States authorities closed the 
port of Shanghai to all American ships except naval vessels, 
marooning for the time being some 2000 Americans who 
have not been evacuated from the zone of Shanghai Sino- 
Japanese war. 

Meanwhile an unidentified bomber attacked but did not 
damage the Italian operated steamer Lung Shan, filled with 
Chinese refugees, and Japanese forces, on sea, air and land, 
opened an offensive 12 miles north of Shanghai which, 
they said, resulted in the capture of strategic Woosung, its 
railway station and its forts. 

French concession authorities took every measure to 
halt the spread of the cholera, deadly intestinal disease 
which yearly takes its toll of underfed Asiatics. 

Pearlier in the day, with cholera dangers rising from 
overtaxed sanitation facilities and the steady drain on 
water supplies, the United States navy cancelled shore 
leaves and all Chinese hands were ordered off the flagship 
Augusta. 

Reports of the black (bubonic) plague in native areas 
added to the horrors of war. 

Hundreds of rotting bodies of Chinese civilians, killed 
in air raids and by artillery and machine gun fire in Hong- 
kew, brought millions of disease carrying rats and insects 
to the areas north of Soochow creek. 

Sanitary officers from the international settlement 
were seriously hampered in their work there. The Japa-

iDiscovered by Scientists 


come into the realm of scientific 
knowledge. 

Discovery of the .supernova was 
announced yesterday by Dr. Fritz 
Zwicky, astrophy.sicist of the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology. 

The star, he .said, wa.s found last 
Saturday, and after the discovery 
a study disclosed that it appeared 
before in photographs taken of 
th- stellar system of which it is a 
part, 

K'. Walter Baade of Mount Wil¬ 
son observatory ,said that the new 
,supcrnova is apparently the most 
luminous of l.', others known to 
science, with the po,ssible excep¬ 
tion of Centaiiri, di,scovered in 
189.'). . 

Since last March 8, he said, when 
a photograph of the star's stellar 
system failed to show any traces 
of it, the supernova has increa,sed 
in brightne,ss about 4000 times.

RACE WAR IN 
PALESTINE 
IS FEARED 

Arab-Jew Killings 
Follow Partition Plan 

JERUSALEM. Wl -- Race-tom 
Pale.stine was nervously on edge 
today while police and troops pre¬ 
pared to quell any violent .sequels 
to disorders in which three Jews 
and four Arabs were killed. 

There was widespread fear the 
outbursts yesterday presaged an¬ 
other period of racial conflict and 
bloodshed in the Holy Land. 

The flareiip was attributed in 
most quarters to the political sit¬ 
uation of a country torn for years 
between .lews and Arabs —a .situ- 
atinn recently accentuated by 
Britain's propo.sel to partition the 
land into sovereign Jewish and 
Arab states.

TOMMY FARR 
IMPRESSES

.sorrier reception. He wa.s tabbed 
strictly a second-rater, a fighter 
who didn’t belong in the same ring 
with the ebon assassin, Louis. He 
must have felt good last night 
when, after he had given his 
stout-hearted be.st for 15 rounds, 
he groped his way toward the 
dressing room through thousands 
of Americans demanding the blood 
of referee. Judges and anybtxiy el.se 
who thought Ix>uis had won. 

But it didn’t fool Tommy. He 
knew he had tried and failed, and 
he wasn't .sore at anybody. He 
looked out between eyes that were 
swollen almost shut and said sim¬ 
ply: ”I gave them a gocsl go, 

didn't 17” Tommy, then and there, 
made himself a lot of friends. 

Referee Artliiir Donovan cred¬ 
ited tlie Welshman with onl.v 
two rounds, just to show .you 
how dlfferentl.v they can see 
things. This observer thought 
F'arr won five rounds, that Louis 
won eight, and that there wasn’t 
anything in the other two. The 
spectators from 10 rows on hack 
thought Farr won the champion¬ 
ship, hy a country mile. It just 
goes to show. 

This much is ceiLain: The old 
carnival scrapper put up a whale 
of a fight; he carried the carnage 
to l,x)uiB most of the way, and he 
undoubtedly would have won by 
a knockout If he had po.s8es.sed a 
right-hand wallop to compare with 
Schmeling’s. 

It's al.so true that Louis, though 
he was puzzled at Tommy’s style 
all the way and was hurt and badly 
frightened a couple of times when 
Farr clouted him, had what it took 
to collect himself and jab out a 
victory with his left. I 

FIGHT WITH KNOt’KDOWN 

There wasn’t a knockdown. In 
the fifth round Louis whipped over 
a quick right to the jaw, and fol¬ 
lowed with a left that staggered 
Farr, but the bell saved the Welsh¬ 
man from serious trouble. Those 
were perhaps the most damaging 
blows of the fight. Farr hurt 
Louis with several rights, but the 
negro never looked like he was 
going down. 

In the last two or three rounds, 
long, jagged cuts under Farr’s eyes 
were spouting blood, and he 
couldnt’ properly line up his sights. 
That was when Joe piled up his 
decisive margin. 

The middle finger of Farr’s right 
hand was broken and swollen, but 
he wouldn't alibi even a nickel’s 
worth. 

Louis naturally was disappointed 
with his showing. He had to ad¬ 
mit that Farr was a tough hombre 
to hit. Farr, to give an idea, was 
able to lead with a swishing right 
whenever he wanted, and to miss, 
and suffer no ill effects. He has 
been at the game a lot longer than 
Louis. 

Farr was back at Long Branch 
t(xlay, trying not to catch a 
glimpse of simself in the mirror. 
He looks pretty bad. Louis and 
his entourage still plan to visit 
London and Paris right away. 
What Joe needs, they figure, is 
a good, long rest.

3. If a fever develops, apply an 
ice pack. 

It is es.sential to call a doctor, 
says Dr. Charles F. Bolduan, di¬ 
rector of New York City’s Bureau 
of Health Education, because sun¬ 
burn can be dangerous. A severe 
burn seals the pores, cutting off 
the perspiration which ordinarily 
carries off waste material. A case 
may prove fatal if even one-third 
of the skin is .seared badly. 

Since the burned sections arc I 
very susceptible to infection, spe- j 
cial care must be taken to avoid t 
contact with anything infectious, j

Have Higher Figures 

Santa Ana had a per capita 
bonded debt of $20.05 or a total 
debt of $663,140 at June 30, 1936, 
according to a report made today 
on a study completed by the Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpayers’ association. Fig¬ 
ures were secured from reports 
made to the state controller. 

This city ranked 135th from the 
highest in bonded debt per capita 
among the 280 California cities, 
the association found. Bonded in¬ 
debtedness of the city at the close 
of the 1935 fiscal year was $708,- 
020 or $22.42 per capita. 

Santa Ana’s per capita bonded 
indebtedness of $20.05 compared 
with $28.94 for Alhambra, $49.28 
for Santa Barbara. $22.47 for Riv¬ 
erside and $18.57 for San Bernar¬ 
dino. 

The 10 cities having the highest 
bonded indebtedness per capita 
were Vernon, Newport Beach, Seal 
Beach, San Clemente, Pasadena, 
Los Angeles, Beverly Hills, Long 
Beach, Stockton and Avalon. 

Bonded indebtedness, the asso¬ 
ciation said, is one of the easiest 
ways of causing a long-term in¬ 
crease in taxes. Bonds of local 
governments, once voted and is¬ 
sued, must be paid, together with 
interest on them and their costs 
are first charge against local prop¬ 
erty taxes, it was pointed out. 

"Taxes must be levied to pay 
them, the association said, and ev¬ 
ery bond proposal should be care¬ 
fully .studied to find out whether 
or not the project cannot be as 
well financed, and at much less 
cost to the taxpayers, by the pay- 
as-you-go method.

Other comparable 
high spots are the reeling in of the 
largest marlin of the sea.son on 
the light tackle of H. P. Cunning¬ 
ham in Catalina waters—weight 
210 pounds—time, two hours, 25 
minutes: and the landing of a 130 
pound tuna in the same waters 
Cunningham and his pilot were 
amateurs at big fishing. 

Likely spots for the ocean fish¬ 
erman this week-end are: Ocean- 
side for yellowtail and others: San 
Clemente for surf, pier, barge or 
live bait: Newport-Balboa, occa¬ 
sional spotfin in bay, off-shore 
boats looking for swordfish, with 
the varied assortment being 
thrown up on barge and live bait 
decks likely to continue. Hunting- 
ton Beach, Long Beach and Her- 
mosa have been yielding satis¬ 
factory catches. Catalina waters 
have plenty of bait, while giving 
up fair catches yellows, rock bass 
and bonita. Reports from Ocean 
Park indicate pier is fair and baits 
and barges are good. Malibu 
ought to be good with Point Magu 
on the up-trend. 

Reports from Sierras reveal that 
there are still some spots yielding 
nice catches, but bulletin on file 
at the local tVestern Auto store 
can give better picture than this 
summary. 

For “trippers” who are planning 
to combine a northern ftshing ex¬ 
cursion with a vacation outing, 
both fresh and salt water fishing 
are practically at a peak now; 
many spots in Oregon also show 
inviting prospects: while the first 
salmon lun has reached the upper 
Klamath.

Belt’s PaLsy is the commonest 
type of peripheral or local neuritis. 
It is frequently .seen in spring and 
fall and is usually due to exposure 
and chilling of the face. Pre.sum- 
ably, when exposure is the cau.se, 
it is really an infection. 

Nose and ear infections are often 
present. It is a paralysis of the 
muscles of one side of the face, 
which is flattened, giving a twist 
to the corner of the mouth. The 
face .seems drawn and wrinkles 
and folds of the paralyzed side are 
smoothed out. The eye cannot be 
closed and the eye is staring. 

Paraly.sis may be only slight or 
more or less complete. The patient 
experisnees difficulty in chewing, 
because food has a tendency to 
collect between the gums and the 
cheek. He often drools at first 
and has difficvl’ty in speaking. 

He cannot blink the eyelid and 
tears flow freely from the affected 
eye. The patient frequently suffers 
from profound mental depression 
out of all proportains to the sever¬ 
ity of the trouble. 

The good doctor seems not to 
have been troubled by this. These 
patients are often of a high- 
strung, nervous type and the 
changes in their appearance— 
weeping of the eyes, drooling of 
saliva and Impariment of speech 
--distress and depress them ter¬ 
ribly. 

The type of palsy due to ex¬ 
posure usually recovers in a few 
weeks. If the muscles react to 
' electricity two weeks after the 
I on.sct, recovery is assured. 

Mild cases do well in three to 
six weeks, severe cases in from 
three months to a year. Too vigor¬ 
ous local treatment may result in 
contractions. .Some spasmodic 
spasms may be visible for a long 
time. 

Rest in bed for a few days, pro¬ 
tection from drafts, the applica¬ 
tion of blisters or counter irri¬ 
tants to the ba.se of the nerve af- 
feeted, anri cleansing and eover- 
ing of the eye are all advisable. 

Sodium salicylate or .sodium 
ioilide shoulfl he given in moder¬ 
ate amounts for .several weeks. 
The patient should support the 
paralyzed side with the hand or 
by the u.se of adhesive straps, to 
avoid pul! or drag on the para¬ 
lyzed museles.

.ANIMALS THAT FORGET 
TO GROW IP... 

Only through accident waa the 
strange phenomenon regarding the 
|verpetiial larval life of the axolotl 
discovered. Classified by natural¬ 
ists as a distinct kind of animal, 
the axolotl was given the scientific 
name of .Slredon lichenoides and 
for years after Its discovery In the 
lakes surrounding the City of .Mex¬ 
ico was so listed. 

In 1885 several s()eolmens of the 
. axolotl were brought to an arjuar- 
limi In the Jardin des Plantes, 
Paris. Here they were subjected to 
routine scrutiny and then, to the 
amazement of attending scientists, 
were found to be losing tbeir gills 
and fuming Into an ordinary 
species of adult salamander, Am- 
hiystoma tlgrlaum common 
throughout southern I'nlted States , 
and >Iexlco. 

Why the change from the tad¬ 
pole stage to the adult salamander 
stage does not take place In the 
native lakes of the axolotl has 
never been determined, though sev¬ 
eral theories have been advanced. 
The fact that 11 becomes sexually 
mature when about six months old 
and Is then capable of breeding, 
though it Is still a tadpole. Is per¬ 
haps the oddest characteristic of 
the axolotl In a biological light. Its 
common name is Mexican tor 
"play In the water.” j

I WA.SHINGTON.—C r a i n-belt 
farmers are staging a new revolt 
against the mortgage collector— 
; this time none other than Uncle 
Sam, in the person of the Farm 
Credit administration. 

The FCA is trying to collect old 
seed and feed loans made during 
the drought and depre.ssion years. 
The growers, many of them har¬ 
vesting goofi crops at high prices 
for the first time in years, are up 
in arms over the demand that they 
fork over the first real money they 
have seen in a long time. 

Particularly incensing them is 
the action of the FCA in calling 
on truckers, who haul crops to 
market, and grain elevator oper¬ 
ators to a.ssist in collecting the 
government liens. 

The farmers bitterly accuse the 
FCA of being "heartless" and 
"banker minded,” and arc bom¬ 
barding their senators and con¬ 
gressmen with demands that they 
do .something about the matter. 

The National Farm Holiday as- 
.sof;iatlon, which in 1932 and 1933 
made national news with its milk 
strikes and strong-arm tactics 
against foreclosures, has leaped 
into the fray and is urging growers 
to refuse to pay their loans. 

"No jury this side of heaven," it 
declared in a recent issue of its 
official publication, "would convict 
a farmer if he provides for his 
family even out of mortgaged 
crops.” 

The association urges the FCA 
to forego its loan-payment de¬ 
mands on the ground that most of 
the debtor farmers are too impov¬ 
erished to pay their government ac¬ 
counts and still have enough left 
over to meet living expenses and 
plant a new crop. It claims that 
if the FCA persists in its policy 
many farmers will be forced back 
on relief rolls.
